A town's or city's .msessors are always 


an important set of officers. Their duties 
«.re such as touch the pocket book of the 
individual citi7.cn as well as assure the 
town's exchequer. 


The work of the assessors is not only 


such as require1; good judgment, but it 
also calls for men of high honor and 
honesty and a keen seme of duty. 


Immediately after tbe parly nominat- 


ing conventions, the TRANSCRIPT pre- 
dicted that the Republican candidates for 
assessors would be elected and made that 
prediction in the hope that they would be 
elected as they were the fittest, men.

Carder's hand Torn Off. 


AntoinoTnreneski, npolander employed 


in the enrdina; department of Berkshire 
mill, number one, met with a serious acci- 
dent while ut hia work, about 2 'M o'clock 
Wednesday afternoon. 


No one snems to know just how the 


accident occurred, but Tarencskl was 
standing upon a step-ladder above tlie 
picker, upon which he worked cleaning 
the shafting. 
He was caught by tile 


revolving shaft and dragged around with 
it several times alter which he fell to tho 
floor but his hand and wrist remained in 
the machinery, having been severed from 
the arm just below the elbow. 


Drs. H. M. and H. B. Holmes were 


called and dressed the injury. The bones 
were splintered and the flesh cnt in an 
irregular way, so that the surgeons had 
to amputate the member above the elbow. 
The man was taken Wednesday evening 
to the hospital at North Adams. It is 
very probable that he will recover from 
the effects of the accident. 


The unfortunate man is a resident of 


Croteau street, unmarried, about 30 years 
of age and has been in town about three 
months. 


Will Probably be Back to License. 


It is said, whether or not authorita- 


tively, that a movement similar to the no- 
license effort of last spring is to begin very 
soon and voters will be given the chance 
to determine which system of government 
they prefer. Tho question has been dis- 
cussed during the whole year and is still 
being discussed, as to whether the town 
is better or worse without the saloon. The 
license people and many business men 
offer a good argument in that North Ad- 
ams business men have reaped a good many 
dollars, which would have gone into the 
channels of trade in this town had there 
been license here. There are business men 
in town who formerly favored no-license, 
and now say that were Adams an isolated 
place, not in so close relation with North 
Adams, they would still favor it—but the 
drinking clasa have their wants supplied 
in tiic neighbor city and at the same time 
buy clothing, shoes, etc., at the same 
place. 


On the other hand, there are many who 


were formerly a unit Lzc license, but 
think they have found a better plan. 
These are the people who invest, in the 
ardent in wholesale quantity and keep it 
at their homes. Some of these people 
claim they find it cheaper. 


The town has been very well regulated 


since the first of May and the officers and 
selectmen deaerve credit for the way in 
which they have kept the law in force. 
There has been some selling of whiskey 
but beer and other beverages have been 
totally restricted. The sales of whiskey 
are from the pocket or some other secret 
way which it is next to impossible to dis- 
cover. 


Probably Not the Same Man, 


There has been in a number of papers 


daring the past two or three days, a report 
of a prisoner at Charleston states prison, 
who attempted suicide by cutting his 
throat.

How unimportant these ineidents woro 


in themselves is indicated by the fact that 
the teu.su condition of the public mind is 
not abated by their closing, :md tho 
watchful game of diplomacy is seen to go 
on mucli as before. The intimate con- 
nection of tlie peace of Europe with tho 
fate of the Turkish empire is not to Ixj for- 
gotten, nor is it 10 be lost sight of that 
this pence is dependent, as it has been for 
the past 18 years, upon tlie accord of the 
great powers as to the methods and limits 
of tho coercion which shall bo exercised 
upon tho sick mau of Europe. 


How great a labor and stress is neces- 


sary to the maintenance of this accord has 
been indicated by the long-drawu-out con- 
duct of the guardships incident, tho sul- 
tan refusing Co concede a single step volun- 
tarily, and leaving tho powers to their own 
resources to patch up their complicated 
jealousies and conflicts of interests before

o. demand upon the sultan.
